QUALIFICATION FOR VOTERS. 


Every male person is entitled to vote 
who is not an Indian, but isa British sub- 
ject, either by birth or by naturalization, of 
the full age of 21 years, and has resided in 
the Northwest Territories for at least one 
year immediately preceding the date of the 
writ of election, April 24th, 1896, and in 
the district of Alberta at least three months 
immediatsly prior to the same date. It is 
not necessary to be a householder or have 
any property qualification, but in order to 
vote aman must have resided in the Ter- 
ritories from the 24th April, 1895, to the 
24th, Apri!, 1896, and in Alberta from the 
24th January, 1896, to the 24th April, 1896, 
No person can vote whose name is not on 
the list of voters prepared by the enumerat- 
or. The law has been changed, in this re- 
spect. since last election.

Following is the first public state- 
ment at this election made by probably 


the mest prominent man in the conser- 
vative party in Winnipeg at the last 
general election. His influence is wide- 
spread, and his declaration is an im- 
portant one: :

4 HOW FARMERS ARE BLED. 


Tke Montreal Trade Bulletin says: The 
ae undeniable proofs which the Trade Bulletin 
& hsve repeatedly brought forward to illus- 
. trate the manner in which the poor farmers 
| in Manitoba are bled by the exorbitantly 
i high rates charged on grain by the Canadian 
mec Pacific Railway, continne to accumulate, 
me 6= one of the numerous instances that are con- 
} stantly occurring being that of a car load of 
feed wheat shipped from Manitoba to this 
f city containing 630 bushels, which arrived 
fame €=Chere a few days ago and sold at 40c. per 
Zee 8€=> buzhel, amounting to $252.00. Of this 3 
$220.00 went into the pockets of the C. P 
R., leaving a balance of $32.00, which, 
after deducting commission charges for sell- 
ing and the shippers’ profits, would reduce 
the above balance to the farmer to at least 
$20.00, or about 34c. per bushel. Out of 
630 bushels of wheat shipped from Mani- 
toba to this market the C. P. R.. appro- 
priates 550 bushels for freight and other 
charges. But this is not all, for after mak- 
ing the above extortionate eharges, the 
company charges the much-abused Mani- 
toba farmer 38,000 Ibs. or 200 lbs. more 
grain than he actually ships. These are 
facts that cannct be d.sputed. If this is not 
bieeding the peor Manitoba farmers with a 
; vengeance, we would ask, what is?

EDMONTON DISTRICT RAILWAY. 


The mayor hss handed in the following 
letters from ministers for publication in the 
BULLETIN : 

Ottawa, April 29th, 1896. 


_ Dear Sre: Owing te the persistent 
obstruction of the opposition, the govern- 
ment felt that it would be quite useless to 
bring down, as they had intended, a resolu- 
tion with regard to subsides for new railway 
projects, amongst which would have ap- 
peared a subsidy fora railway from South 
Edmonton to Edmonton, six miles, and from 
Edmonton to St. Albert, ten miles—in all, 
16 miles, a subsidy not exceeding $3,200 
er mile, nor exceeding in the whole 
51,200. 

I have every confidence that the next 
elections will leave the conservative party 
in charge of the affairs of the country, and 
in that event the policy which was thwart- 
ed this session by obstruction will be carried 
to acenclusion and parliament will be in- 
vited to grant the subsidy which I have 
mentioned,

The London Times has a dispatch from 
Cape Town which reports that it is announc- 
ed there from Umtali that the Portuguese 
are lending the Chartered South Africa com- 
pany rifles and ammunition and all possible 
aid for the suppression of the Matabele 
revolt. The Times also has a dispatch from 
Buluwayo which says: A message to-day 
states that the Hope Fountain mission 
station, including Carnegle’s house, has becn 
burned. 


An Ottawa despatch says: The new offi- 
cial map of the Dominion will show 4 inark- 
ed change in the political division of the 
great northern territory. Heretofore the 
entire country about Hudson’s Bay and 
stretching away to the shores of the Arctic 
ocean, has been variously designated altoget- 
her unmarked by distinctive appellztion of 
any sort. The new maps will show the 
whole of the far north regularly subdivided 
into districts with the following names: 
Ungava, 358,000 square miles; Franklin, 
300,000; McKenzie, 58.000 and Yukon, 
225,000. 


A despatch from constaatinople says : As 
a resultzof the vigorous action of the foreign 
ambassadors and ministers, the Porte has 
erdered that the enforced conversion of Chr- 
istians to Islamism at Biredjik be stopped. 
The Sultan has ordered the withdrawal of 
the local troops at that place and the sub- 
stitution of the regular troops, and has also 
decreed that a commission proceed at once 
from Marash to Biredjik to arrange for the 
rebuilding of the Mosque and the christian 
churches which were destroyed in the recent 
disturbances at that place, and remain there 
until confidence in future order is completely 
restored. 


A recent London despatch says: Answer- 
ing a question in the house of commons to- 
day the parliamentary secretary for the 
foreign office, Mr. Curzon, said the govern- 
ment had no information confirming che 
report that Russia was occupying the fore- 
shore at Chefoo. He added, that according 
to the British minister at Pekir, a concession 
had been granted a Russian firm, by the 
terms of which British Riparian owners con- 
sider their rights infringed, China, Mr. 
Curzon continued,had beentold she must not 
include in the Russian concession property 
belonging to British subjects, unless with 
the consent of the owners. In conelusion 
Mr. Curzon stated, Tsung Li Yamen had 
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Belmont, Alta., April 24, 1895.

Sir Donald now owns the Glencoe estate in 
Scotland, which was famons because of the 
massacres of the Macdonalds at that place 
in the reign of William III. 

The London Times publishes a three col- 
umn letter this merning from a correspon- 
dent in Havana, under date of May 2. In 
the course of the letter this correspondent 
says: ‘It ie quite useless to hide the real 
situation. The whole island is in revolt and 
the Spanish troopsare merely acting on the 
defensive. It is impossible that they can 
prevent the landing of supplies and war 
materials for the rebels. Even the position 
of Maceo’s forces, confined to Pinar del Rio, 
is not of suck a desparate nature as the 
Spaniards make it this evening. Only a 
few isolated rebels have taken advantage of 
Captain General Weyler’s offer of amnesty. 
Spain has lost the power to protect life and 
property in Cuba: Widespread inquiries 
fail to juatify the charges of cruelty against 
Captain General Weyler, but the rebels’ des- 
truction of property cannot be justified. 
The wanton burning of some £1,000,000, 
worth of property belonging to inoffensive 
people is not war.”
